Violators will pay price 


The leniency period for parking violators is over 
and offenders should expect to pay fines for 
violations. 

Campus Police officer Johnny Galac said warning 
tickets were issued during the first week of classes 
to those parked illegally, but now the real things are 
written. 

Students get a set of parking rules at registration 
and when they buy additional permits. Galac said 
students who went to TJC last semester should know 
the rules. 

Students without permits on their cars are fined 
$2 but the charge is dismissed if the student 
registers the car in the next 10 days. Permits should 
be placed on the lower left, rear window. Fine for 
permits not properly placed is $2. 

Most students may be surprised to know that it is 
illegal to have last year’s permits on their cars with 
the current one. That’s the first rule on the 
instruction sheet. The fine is $2. 

Pulling into space insufficiently, occupying more 


than one space and backing into space (permit not 
visible) all carry $3 fines. 

Fines for parking in prohibited areas are $5 while 
parking in reserved areas and spaces marked for 
administrators, visitors, and faculty are $7. Parking 
on the grass, in no parking zones and fire lanes is 
also $7. Illegal parking in handicapped zones is $10. 

Most regulations apply to faculty vehicles also. 

Tickets are not dismissed once they are issued, 
except if you buy a permit within 10 days of being 
fined for not having one. Fines are paid at the 
Student Affairs Office in the Student Center. 

At the end of the semester the Registrar’s Office 
gets a list of all tickets issued. Transcripts are 
withheld until students pay their fines. 

In the past, constant offenders received a 
registered letter asking them to remove the TJC 
parking permit from their car and not park on 
campus. If this was disregarded the cars were towed 
off campus. 


Friedman paints life into stariy sky 


Along with the 22,000 persons 
who attend presentations at 
TJC’s Hudnall Planetarium each 
year, many others come to view 
the art work of planetarium 
director Frances Friedman. A 
professional artist for 25 years, 
Friedman brightens the build¬ 
ing’s interior with her oil paint¬ 
ings. 

“I taught oil painting and 
drawing at TJC before becoming 
planetarium artist,” she said. 
“This is my 11th year as plane¬ 
tarium director, but I still paint 
every day.” 

Friedman admits she knew 
little about astronomy when she 
began painting for the plane¬ 
tarium. Her husband, Adminis¬ 
trative Vice-President I.L. Fried¬ 
man, was director at that time. 
He taught her to operate the large 
machines used in presenting the 
planetarium’s programs. 

Friedman quickly found the 
subject of astronomy “completely 
fascinating,” she says. 

Fascination has- since turned 
into knowledge almost as vast as 
space itself. And although her 
work at the planetarium began in 
what she calls “pre-moon walk 
days,” it’s a knowledge she still 
enjoys sharing with others, both 
through her art and the plane¬ 
tarium programs. 

Her artistic talent is especially 
appreciated by students of the 
two college astronomy courses 
her husband teaches. Difficult 
planet and star constellations are 
more easily learnable and memo¬ 
rable when Friedman transforms 
them into drawings of the animals 
their formations resemble. For 
example, Friedman illustrates the 
jagged borders of Cygnus the 
Swan, a constellation in the Milky 
Way also known as the Northern 


Cross, as a graceful swan. 

“Some students take the 
courses to meet their science 
requirements, others plan to 
enter the field of astronomy,” she 
said. “Many already have a 
degree and take them simply for 
pleasure.” 

Friedman’s calendar stays 
filled with group reservations for 
special planetarium programs 
Monday-Friday. 

Program material is all origi¬ 
nal, written by I.L. Friedman. 
Mrs. Friedman tailors it for the 


type of group attending—whether 
a garden club, church group or 
civic organization. 

Each semester brings students 
from other area colleges. Fried¬ 
man has presented programs to 
Texas College, Henderson Coun¬ 
ty Junior College, Kilgore Junior 
College and East Texas State and 
North Texas State universities, 
among others. 

“We think of ourselves as a 
college for the community and a 
planetarium for everyone,” she 
says.

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Tutors can aid problem studies 


A list of tutors is available in the counselor’s office 
on computer for those having problems with certain 
subjects. 

Subjects offered are biology, chemistry, econ¬ 
omics, French, geology, government, history, 
English, physics, mathematics-about all levels 
through calculous-and business, both accounting 
and secretarial. . 

Tutors are paid oh an hourly basis. The average 
student tutor earns about $4-$5 per hour. Pro¬ 
fessional tutors charge $7-$8 per hour. 

It is up to the student and tutor to settle on the fee 
and how often to meet. The student decides when to 
terminate the lessons. 

The procedure a student goes through to get a list 
of available tutors is simple. Just dial JOBS on the 


computer in the counselor’s office, then dial TJC 
TUTOR. The computer will print on the screen all 
tutors according to subjects in alphabetical order. 

If the student would like a list of available tutors, 
the student pushes the button that says PRINT and 
the computer will print out a copy of what’s on the 
screen on the new print-out machine. 

“It is a good idea for a student to get a list of at 
least 2 to 3 tutors,” said counselor Mary Peddy. 
“That way, a student should have no problem 
getting a tutor that can work with him if a schedule 
conflict keeps one tutor from being able to instruct 
him.' 

“Approximately 30 student tutors are available,” 
Peddy added. “Most are TJC students; a few have 
or almost have four-year degrees.” 
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College needs program 
to better study skills 

The main academic problem with TJC student study skills is 
lack of discipline, says Gene Caldwell of the Counseling and 
Guidance Center. 

TJC has adequate facilities materials for those wishing to 
improve their basic and study skills if they know where to look 
for them.

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Editorial opinion 

The quality of these resources is excellent, but students are 
often unaware of the many opportunities available. A program 
is needed to coordinate these materials for student benefit. 

Such an independent program would be easy to get off the 
ground. 

Vaughn Library has on file tapes on writing skills ranging 
from critical writing to the creative process. The library also has 
materials covering developmental reading of topics from math 
to newspapers. 

With 200 carrels available in the dial-access information 
retreival center, the library could easily be implemented as an 
independent learning center. 

The library also maintains a “complete audio-visual 
department with production facilities, both audio and video,” 
according to the TJC catalog,’ which could fill any gaps in the 
library’s current collection. ' 

The college offers developmental courses in reading, math 
and study skills. But students usually don’t take the courses 
because they don’t count as transferable credit to other 
universities. This semester no one is enrolled in developmental 
courses, Caldwell said. < 

The counseling center also maintains a computer index of 
tutors available in various subjects. Tutors’ rates average about 
$4-5 an hour, but the student often will need a tutor only to get 
over a rough spot, Caldwell said. 

TJC has everything needed except a program to centralize 
these resources and make them easily accessible to the student 
who needs them most. 

Some colleges and universities have campus-coordinated 
learning centers to provide for these needs. The University of 
Texas at Austin.calls this program Reading and Study Skills 
Laboratory/Learning Services or RASSL. The center provides 
classes in reading improvement and speed flexibility, study 
skills education, writing skills, anxiety reduction, basic math 
skills, conversational English for foreign students and 
preparation for graduate-level entry exams, according to the UT 
catalog. 

Books, audio and video tapes are available for those who 
prefer to work independently. A weekly series of focus groups is 
offered on such topics as reading improvement, taking tests, 
writing papers and taking notes—the basics which some 
students come to college without. 

The RASSL staff also maintains a “walk-in/phone-in” service 
for students to talk about immediate problems study or 
materials they may be having difficulty with. All these services 
are free. 

Granted this program is designed for a large university but 
the needs are just as pertinent to TJC. 

Counselors could easily coordinate a program based on the 
needs of students they see. The center could be coordinated by 
the library or could be run as an independent learning facility. 

Respective departments, the English department for ex¬ 
ample, could draw up sequential programs for learning in 
reading. After these programs are designed and materials are 
coordinated for their use, the center would basically be 

self-sufficient. 

• . , 

Students would enter the program- using learning center 
materials on their own, at their own convenience, at their own 
pace. ! 

The materials we have supplemented by those instructors feel 
are neccessary to round out the program are adequate. This 
could be centralized and made easily accessable—even 
inviting—to the student who needs them.

Tyler history: sweet and bitter

Historical elements that are both contrastly sweet 
and sour are covered in “Tyler & Smith County: An 
Historical Survey” edited by Dr. Robert Glover, TJC 
history department chairman, and assisted by 
history instructor Linda Brown Cross. 

A variety of local writers contribute their own 
study of East Texas history to “Tyler & Smith 
County.” 

Glover and Cross have compiled a broad summary 
emphasizing the past 150-200 years of East Texas 
history. Contributions of area writers add flavor and 
interest to an historical overview of Tyler and Smith 
County. 

The authors depict the apparent sweetness of the 
20th century oil boom with its subsequent prosperity 
and growth but also reveal the bitterness ac¬ 
companying plantation slavery and intense- racial 
discrimination. 

Before the arrival of the Europeans, more than 
two dozen Indian tribes inhabited the surrounding 
region of Arkansas, Louisiana and East Texas. They 
were relentlessly pushed from their native land by 
encroaching European civilization. By 1860, African 
slaves comprised 40 percent of the county popu¬ 
lation of 13,400. 

History instructor Dr. Robert Peters expressed 
the attitude of George Chilton, a leading Civil War 
secessionist, on slavery by saying, “Chilton con¬ 
sidered American slavery to be the ‘most enlighten¬ 
ed of institutions’.” Chilton believed the white race 
was the master race. 

Smith County boasted 10 percent of its 13,400 
aided the Confederate cause. Black slaves also

fought for the Confederacy, according to Glover. 
Smith County’s largest war effort, however, was 
maintenance of Camp Ford Prison, a prisoner of war 
compound. 

“Reconstruction provokes memories of bitter 
sectional rivalries, the severest political struggles, 
social upheaval, and racial adjustments marked by 
hatred, hostility and violence,” recorded John P. 
Carrier, East Texas State University history depart¬ 
ment chairman. 

However, Carrier says the 10 years following the 
war was a period of tremendous growth and 
development for Smith County. Most blacks became 
sharecroppers, tenant farmers or small business¬ 
men. 

Tyler boomed with the discovery of East Texas oil 
in 1930. “Tyler was completely surrounded by oil 
and things were never the same again,” said Robert 
Fleet, Ramey Elementary School principal. “People 
flocked to this area, as workers and fortune seekers, 
boosting the local economy.” The population 
doubled. 

Concentrated and indepth rose experimentation 
for the ‘Rose Capital of the World’ began with the 
completion of the Rose Garden in ’52. The Texas 
Rose Research Foundation was established in ’46. 

Contributing writers also point to the educational 
emphasis in the area both in the early 1900’s and 
present day. In 1925, Tyler Commercial College was 
the largest of its kind in the nation with 4,400 
students. 

Tyler’s contemporary scene is summarized by 
Texas Eastern University graduate Barbara Cardner 
by saying a once “small settlement in the East 
Texas woods is now a burgeoning metropolis.”

Among those are better 
jobs, education and, to a degree, 
more respect. 

“If the blacks before us had not 
wanted a better life for them¬ 
selves and the future generations, 
they would not have gone through 
their suffering. Civil rights leader 
Martin Luther King tried to break 
the bridge of prejudice, where 
blacks and whites could walk 
hand in hand someday. Booker T. 
Washington, U.S. Negro educator 
and author, had a great interest in 
education and he helped open the 
doors by educating his people,” 
Champion said.

Poll dunks Apache lead; 
Ladies remain ignored 


Are you as puzzled as this 
writer? Since the 1979-80 basket¬ 
ball season began, both the 
Apaches’ and the Apache Ladies’ 
records have been increasing 
steadily in the win column and 
slowly in the loss column. Im- 
pressive huh?

The Tribe’s 21-2 season record 
is also tops in the conference. 

TJC scored the first basket of 
the game, and no one scored for 
the next seven minutes as Jack¬ 
sonville Baptist used a stall to 
take a 15-14 halftime lead.
